THESSALY, Greece (AP) - 
The monasteries of Greece arc 
built on mountaintop s, reaching 
to heaven to be closer to God. 
Behind 
the 
small 
Thessaly 
♦own of Kalanibaka, rising from 
a black rock mountain, stand 
the monasteries of Meteora, the 
name meaning “ in the air.” The 
dark mountain contrasts sharp ­ 
ly with the red earth of the fer­ 
tile valley below. 
Meteora is a p owertiil p icture 
of nature. Taking a long look, it 
IS not hard to believe the legend 
that only by a rop e tied to the 
foot of an eagle nesting on one 
of the p eaks was the first ascent 
made p ossible. 
Years ago. the monks hauled 


each other up and down the 
sheer rock in nets worked by a 
windlass from above. One in­ 
trep id visitor is said to have 
asked a monk how' often the 
rop e was changed, “ only when 
the old rop e breaks” was the re­ 
p ly. Today, a road runs p art 
way up to the m ajor monastery 
and step s cut out of the solid 
rock take a visitor to the others. 
During the wars between the 
Serbian emp erors of Trikkala 
and Byzantium in the 14th cen­ 
tury. 
the 
first 
p eace seeking 
hermits came to Meteora seek­ 
ing refuge. The hermits also 
have been described as draft 
dodgers, .seeking to escap e mili­ 
tary service. 


With 
time, 
the 
hermitages 
grew into monasteries and new 
incentive was added with tlic 
coming of Athanasius the Cen- 
obite. who founded the Mona­ 
stery of the Transfiguration in 
the .second half of the 14th cen­ 
tury. 
He introduced more rigorous 
rules, one of which barred wom­ 
en. 
The great Meteoron reached 
its zenith when John Cantacuz- 
ine. exp elled from the throne by 
Byzantium, entered it as a di.s- 
<‘ip !e of .Athanasius. Having be­ 
come the largest, richest mon­ 
astery. the Meteoron no longer 
wished 
to recognizf authority 
and tried to imp ose its own emi- 


j nenc» > This 
t(i a bitter strug­ 
gle in the 16 th century followed 
' by a rap id decline .so that only 4 
I of the 24 monasteries today are 
{ inhabited.

On 
the bare rock, .set at an almost 
imp ossible height, a fresco of 
tne virgin and child is still dis­ 
cernible.
